Indicated that claiming the backing layer and it's relationship to the needled pile serves to distinguish from 
typical carpet since the backing is bonded to the pile. In the remaining embodiments the important features is the 
orientation of the pile with the respect to the visual surface and the depth of impregnation of the adhesive material.
